24 of Ex8dys,where the Lord beingy to

venant with the lewes, in the hand of 
Moſes, the Mediator of the old Coue 
rant, cauſed divers beaſts to be ſacrifi- 
ced, and their bloods to be taken intwo 
vetle!s, acco ding to thetwo petlons; 
that is, God, and the lewes with whom 
the © oucnant was to be wade: and the 
blood to be ſp;1nkled vpon the pil ars, 
erected for that purpole, the one repre- 
ſenting the Lo:d, the other, the people, 
which being accordingly pe: formed by 
Mojes, he added ſaying!
